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Steckley hopes to take on regional role

Bob Steckley wants to 
ensure Fort Erie’s voice is 
heard in Niagara. 

The Ward 3 councillor 
said he felt he's done what 
he can for Fort Erie and it’s 
time to move on when his 
term comes to an end in the 
fall. 

When voters head to the 
polls during the Oct. 26 
municipal election, they'll 
find Steckley’s name on 
Niagara Regional council’s 
ballot. 

Steckley is one of two 
people vying for Fort Erie’s 
seat. The other candidate is 
incumbent John Teal. 

Steckley said he has cho¬ 
sen to run for Regional 
Council because he’d like to 
see more tax dollars brought 
to Fort Erie. 

"Out of the tax money 
that we pay as residents, 
about 46% of every dollar 


goes to the Region,” he said. 

“The Town only gets 
about 39 cents of every dol¬ 
lar and the school board 
gets 15 cents.” 

Steckley believes “educa¬ 
tion needs to happen” to 
ensure residents are aware 
of where their tax dollars are 
going. 

"I think it’s important that 
we also have a strong repre¬ 
sentative for the Region.” 

Steckley said there are a 
number of concerns he 
would like to bring to the 
Region if he is elected. 

“People drive down 
Dominion Rd. (in Ridgeway) 
and it’s terrible. What peo¬ 
ple don’t realize is that it’s a 
Regional road and the Town 
of Fort Erie can’t do any¬ 
thing about it.” 

Steckley believes the 
Region needs to "encourage 
businesses by rolling out the 
welcome mat and attract 
any type of businesses to the 
municipality.” 

He also said he would like

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to see the Region help speed 
the process to see the 
Canadian Motor Speedway 
built in Fort Erie. 

“I want to make sure there 
are no road blocks for the 
speedway to get to the 
municipality,” Steckley said. 

“The general public 
doesn’t see the work that 
goes on day in and day out 
but council is on board and 
so is the Region. The project 

Steckley is “confident" 
about his ability to serve in a 
regional position. 

“I’d like to go door-to- 
door to talk to people to see 
what they think the issues 
are,” he added. 

"For the most part, a lot of 
people don’t understand 
the role of the Region and I 
think there will be a lot of 
education at the door—for 
myself, and for the people.” 


Steckley, who owns his 
own business, the Crystal 
Beach Candy Company, 
first ran for Fort Erie council 
eight years ago and has 
served two terms as the rep¬ 
resentative for Ward 3. 

“I originally ran because 
of sewage problems in my 
basement.” 

He said flooding prob¬ 
lems have been common for 
residents living in Crescent 
Park and he wanted to do 
something to improve the 
situation. 

Although he admits the 
flooding problem hasn’t 
been solved completely, 
Steckley said the town has a 
plan in place to fix it. 

“The town got the ball 
rolling on the problem and 
the phone calls (for flooding 
problems) have been 
reduced by 80%.”

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Niagara Regional Police crack down on distracted driving

Distracted driving is one of 
the big four problems that 
Niagara’s police forces con¬ 
front on the road on a daily 
basis. 

The Niagara Regional 
Police recently launched 
two projects targeting dis¬ 
tracted drivers, Project 
Hangup in St. Catharines 
and Operation Oblivious in 
the Lincoln-Grimsby areas. 

Police were looking for 
drivers talking on their cell¬ 
phones, texting or otherwise 
holding an electronic device. 
A total of 22 charges were 
laid in St. Catharines alone. 

“It seems to be very slow 
in getting people to do it," 
NRP Const. Rich Gadreau 
said when it come to getting 
drivers to hang up. 

“We’ve even caught people 
trying to use their laptops 
while they’re driving. Any 
electronic device that is 
being used or held or even 
just in the hand is a ticket- 
able offence.” 

The Ontario Provincial 
Police are also on the look¬ 
out for distracted drivers, 
and they are keeping track 
of the statistics. 

“We want to get 
a picture of the 
problem here 
locally in Niagara. 

We want to try and 
to do some kind of 
covert thing, 
where we go out 
there and actually 
have people doing 
actual counts to 
see what level 

And then we start 
attacking the 
problem as a 
whole,” OPP Staff 
Sgt. Jan Idzenga

Algonquin Park shares this, 
”... the waxy feather tips of 
Cedar waxwings are the 
red badge of age, usually 
being well developed in 
birds that are two years of 
age or more. 

The matings of waxwings 
is not done randomly. 

Older, waxy winged birds 
mate with a similarly 
endowed birds, leaving the 
younger waxwings, inexpe¬ 
rienced birds, to flounder 
along with each other as 
best they can. 


No doubt our older

Strange, a Niagara Falls 
resident, has undertaken an 
incredible task of running a 
90-day Box Run, which he 
began on May 8 in 
Newfoundland. He hopes to 
raise$l millionforMcMaster 
University's Stem Cell and 
Cancer Research Institute 
and Ronald McDonald 
House Charities of Canada. 

To encourage the three¬ 
time Olympic boxer to con¬ 
tinue, his family and friends 
are hosting a pasta fundrais¬ 
er in his honour at the Black 
Creek Community Centre in 
Stevensville on Friday from

The proceeds from the 
event will support Strange’s 


Long-time friend Wilfred 
Kimberly wanted to find a 
way to support Strange’s 
journey, which is why he 
rallied family and friends 
together to help him plan 
the fundraiser. 

“I knew Mike since I was 
17 years-old. I knew him 
before he competed in the 
Olympics,” Kimberly said. 

“The more people we can 
get to come to the pasta 
iundraiser, the better. Mike 
deserves every cent he can 
get his hands on. Please, we 
want everyone to come and 
help us.” 

Strange said he runs an 
average of eight hours a day, 
or 42.5 kilometres a day. 

He hopes to be back in 
Niagara Falls on Aug. 9. 

Strange said the journey 
has been difficult because of 
the extreme heat. 

“It’s hot—this heat. I hit a 
wall every day and I feel like 
quitting.” 

But Strange doesn’t quit. 

“There are kids who are 
battling cancer and what 
they go through is much 


worse than what I am 

Knowing his family and 
friends back home in 
Niagara are supporting him 
is “a big help.” 

"Sometimes you feel lone¬ 
ly. But when you hear about 
what’s happening back 
home and your loved ones 
are doing something to help 
your cause, it helps.” 

Strange said strangers 
have showed kindness by 
letting him spend a night or 
two in a hotel at no cost to 
him. 

“Some people are donat¬ 
ing a night at a hotel to me 
so I can take a bath and 
relax my muscles by soaking 
with some Epsom salts.” 

Strange decided to take on 
the 90-day challenge after 
12-year-old Matteo Mancini, 
a Thorold teen, lost his bat¬ 
tle with a rare form of bone 
cancer last May. 

He decided to honour 
Matteo's memory on the 
anniversary of his death by 
challenging himself to run 
across Canada. 

It’s the second time 


such a challenge. The first 
was in 2012 when Strange 
ran more than 3,100 kilome¬ 
tres along the Trans Canada 
Highway from Thunderday 
to Canada’s west coast. He 


also raised $100,000 for 
Childhood Cancer Canada 
during that journey. 

Strange will make a spe¬ 
cial appearance at the pasta 
fundraiser via Skype at 7 
p.m. Friday to thank every¬ 


one in attendance.

Drugs smuggled 
across Niagara border 


A U.S. man has been sentenced 
to two years behind bars for his 
role in a Niagara cross border drug 
smuggling scheme. 

YasinAbdulla, 35, ofLackawanna, 
N.Y., who was convicted of con¬ 
spiracy to possess with intent to 
distribute marijuana, was sen¬ 
tenced to 24 months in prison on 
Thursday on charges of conspiracy 
to possess with the intent to dis¬ 
tribute marijuana. 

According to assistant U.S. 
Attorney Timothy Lynch, co-defen¬ 


dant Mohamed Taher ran a multi¬ 
faceted criminal enterprise that 
employed multiple narcotics traf¬ 
fickers, including the defendant, 
between 2005 and 2007. 

The group smuggled marijuana 
from Canada into the U.S. across 
the Rainbow Bridge and Peace 
Bridge and then distributed the 
drugs to customers in Detroit, 
Chicago and Buffalo. 

Taher was convicted at trial at an 
earlier date and sentenced to 25 
years in prison.

Shingles is caused by the same virus that causes chickenpox 
(varicella-zoster virus). After the chickenpox blisters heal, the virus remains 
dormant in nerve cells in your body. It can become reactivated after many years 
resulting in shingles.

As all medicines and vaccines can have 
side effects, some people may experience redness, pain, swelling, or bruising 
at the site of injection or headache. These are the most common unwanted 
effects, but they are usually minor. This vaccine was found to reduce the risk 
of developing shingles by about 50-70% (depending on your age) within the 
first year after receiving the vaccine.

Following the rescue of 
two Fort Erie residents 
from the brink of the 
Horseshoe Falls, the New 
York State Parks policing 
are urging boaters to use 
caution aboard their ves- 

Major David Page said 
the New York State Parks 
Police received a call for a 


boat in the "exclusionary 
zone” above Niagara Falls 
on June 29. 

Jared Johnston and 

travelling on the Niagara 
River last Sunday night 
when their vessel ran out 
of gas and they were car¬ 
ried by the current with no 
anchor on board. 

“The area is well marked 
with buoys and signage” to 
keep vessels “out of the

"But occasionally, we 
get calls of people who 
have drifted because they 
have lost power or for some 
reason,” he added. 

The New York State Parks 
Police were able to respond 
to the call for help within 
seven minutes. 


Page said rescuers first 
analyzed the danger and 
rescued the boaters as 
“quickly as possible” from 
the brink of the falls.

“There were no injuries 
reported,” he added. 

Page urged boaters to be

Before heading out, 
Mintern said it’s important 
for boaters to make sure 
their vessel is “in good 
working order” with a first 


Canadianapproved life¬ 
jackets are required for 
every person on board. 

Mintern recommends 
taking an accredited boat¬ 
ing course, inspecting all 
equipment, checking the 
weather forecast and water 
conditions, and leaving a 
trip and rescue plan with a 
responsible person before 
getting into a boat. 

“Don’t cruise with 
booze,” she added. More
